To the several Churches composing the

Kings Mountain Baptist Association — Sheeting : 

Dear Brethren — Agreeably to the custom adopted in the formation of 
this body, we address you this year in the form of a Circular Letter, and 
have ttiken as the subject of our choice, A synoptical view of the rise and 
progress of the Broad River and King's Mountain Associations : 

For the benefit of the future historian, and the gratification of a large 
baptist posterity, we embrace the opportunity now afforded us of ferreting 
out from old musty Minutes and records before us, some incidents connected 
with their early history, that will nodoubt be perused with interested profit. 
Having a file of the Minutes of the old Broad Liver Association before us 
from tne year 1801 (one year after its formation) up to the formation of 
the King's Mountain Association, we shall therefore proceed seriatim , year 
by year, with such a brief notice as we may be able to crownl into the limits 
of a Circular Letter. 

According to the Best information we can ger, the Broad River Associa- 
tion was formed in the year 1800, at Sandy Run Church, Rutherford (now 
Oleaveland) county, X. C., of sixteen churches, viz: Tyger River,* Boiling 
Spring, Green’s Creek, Gouelier Creek, Sandy Run, Buffalo, Green River, 
Cedar Spring, French Broad, Mountain Creek, Bills Creek, State Line, 
Buck Creek, Long Creek, Silver Cieek, aud Coney River. dixmif?s* > d from the 
Bethel Association, and took its name with reference to the river on both 
sides of which the churches arc situated. We have been unable to get the. 
records of the Convention that formed the Association, and we are therefore

(a layman) of Cedar Springs church, probably acted as clerk, as he liiled 
the place for several sessions afterwards. The document denominated 
“ Rules of Decorum,” usually road in the Broad River Association, we sup- 
pose was adopted by the Convention, as we find no subsequent account of 
its adoption by the Association. At the session of 180], which was held at 
Green’s Creek church, Rutherford county, N. C., 19 churches were repre- 
sented, Containing an aggregate membership of 959 communicants. The most 
prominent ministers at that period were Elder Trios: Burgess, Joseph Camp, 
Ambrose Carlton, Perminter Morgan, John Black w el Veto. The Association 
convened on Saturday, and had the introductory serumn preached on Mon- 
day, This rule appears to have been observed through a series of 12 years 
or more. The following queries appears to have engaged the attention of 
the body at this session, viz : ‘‘ Can we hold a member in fellowship who 
has been convicted by the civil laws, and received corporal punishment 
upon his denying the charge:” Answer. We cannot. “Docs the word 
of God give any toleration to men to put away their wives for any cause 
and marry another?’ This was postponed until the next session

They, however, are fully aware that great and lamentablo evils are the con- 
tinual results of intemperance, both to Church and State, and therefore earnestly 
recommend that the members of all of our churches pursue a course strictly in con- 
formity with the word of God, as. revealed in the Scriptures of the Old noi New 
Tostament, which teaches men to livo soberly, righfe ously and godly, in this present 
evil world. The following missionary movement was adopted at th ‘13 session, viz.- 
Resolved, That this Association will appoint two ministers to labor, each one month 
or more, in the destitute bounds North East of this Association, extending as far as 

tho Catawba River, and that they be paid the sum of dollars per month, by the 

Association ; undor which resolution Elders D. Pannell and J. Settle, wero appointed’ 
The Circular Letter was prepared by Elder D. Pannell, on “Election.” 

1851. This session was held at Mount Sinai, Cleaveland county, N. C. Introduc- 
tory by Elder D. Pannoll. Sandy Plains and Now Prospect, now churches, and 
Bothlehom and Long Creek, from tho Broad River, wore added to tho union. The 
application of Ebeneozo" church, through persons claiming to bo delegates, for mem- 
bership, elicited some discussion, was referred to a seloct committee and finally re- 
jected. ^ 22 ehurchos in union ; baptized since last session, %77 ,* total membership, 
2090. Tho following queries ongaged tho attention of the body, viz: ‘Is it in accor- 
dance with Gcspol order and Baptist usage, for tho Eldership of Baptist churches 
to meet and form Presbyteries, and constitute now churches, including persons tha^ 
stand excluded in other Baptist churches ?* * Answer. ‘Wo advise our churches noc 
to constitute any member or members into a church, unless suoli member or mem- 
bers shall havo bcon regularly dismissed from the church or churches to which he, 
she or they may havo belonged/ ‘What course should ho taken, by a church of tha 
Baptist faith and order in reforcnco to a person who makes application for baptism 
and momborship, who has previously boon baptizod and joined to a Baptist church 
without the bounds of this Association, and who says he was deceived, not having 
at that time^experionccd a. genuine convorsiou, which he now professes to enjoy?** — 
Answer. Wo advise our churches not to re baptize any one who has boon baptised 
•by a lawful administrator. Tho following preamble and resolution, was adopted, 
viz: Whereas, with deep regret, information has bcon received by this body, that 

tho course of action by the churches at Big Spring, Sandy Run and Bethel, ^am . 
hereof this Association,) in reference to the reconstruction of Ebonozer Cmircii, 
is offensive to tho Green Rivor Association, to whdm said church properly belongs, 
until regularly dismissed therefrom. Therefore, Resolved, That this Association 
groatly deplores tho action taken by said churches, and horoby admonish them as 
well as all others belonging to our body, to refrain from any inteference in the mat- 
ter un‘il the case he satisfactorily adjusted by tho Green River Association. The 
Circulir Letter of this year was prepared by Elder T. Dickson, on ‘The nature, de- 
sign and application of the. atonemont made by Jesus Christ.* 

1855. The owon of this year was hold at Zion, Cleavelond county, N. C. In- 
troductory by Eider G. W. Rollins. Olivot and St. Johns, from tho Catawba River, 
and Lebanon, a now Constitution, wore admitted at this session, making an aggre- 
gate of 26 churches in union, and a total membership of 226S. A board consisting 
of J. R. Logan, P. S. R.imeour and W. II. Green, wa .3 appointed to employ mission- 
aries to itinorate in the destitute parts of the Association, whoomployed Elder R. P. 
Logan, by the month, as Missionary ; and tho Association adopted th 9 following : 
Resolved, That the several churches composing this body, be fraternally requested 
to sond up thoir free will oflerings to the next annual session, to defray the expenses 
of the miss. on now under way, in the bouuds of this Association. A committee of 
five persons was appointed to attoud at nigh. Shoals Church, on Saturday previous 
to the 4th Sabbath in December next, to enquire respecting certain expressions 
contained in her letter to this Association, and labor for reconciliation, and make 
report to tho nest meeting of this body. A good report on Sabbath Schools, wa .3 
adopted at this session. r~e Circular Letter of this year was prepared by Elder J. 
Buttle, and is very interesting and appropriate.

wo were, from a sense of duty, constrained to withdraw from the churches at Bethel) 
Beavordalu and Sandy Plains, by reason of their refusal to adopt and carry out tho 
principles of Temperance as embodied in the resolution adopted by this body as its 
session of 1SS9 ; ami, wehcreas, since our last session, the churches at Boiling Spring 
Mount Sinai, Mount Pleasant, High Shoals and Mount Paran. have rent off from our 
union, and leagued with those churches already withdrawn from, for the ostensible 
objoot or purpose of forming themselves into a separate Association with anti-Tem- 
peranoo proclivities, which act, if consummated, will be irregular and contrary to 
tho usages of Baptists in good order and orthodox standing. Therefore, be it Re- 
solved, by the Association, That tho churches above named, in such now and spuri- 
ous organization, shall bo no longer recognized by this body as orthodox, and wo 
hereby ignore all intercourse and Christian correspondence with thorn, for tho pres- 
ent white they remain disorderly, and caution our sister Associations, with whom 
we correspond, to hold them at a distance as a heterodox and disorderly body. — 
The Circular Letter of this year was written by Elder G. W. Rollins, on “Christian 
Love." The reports of committees on tho various branches of Christian enterprize, 
are very interesting ; and especially so, is the report of the committee on Obituaries, 
noticing the demise of Eldor Josi Suttle, and Deacon Win. Covington, who#died in 
tho full assurance of a blessod immortality beyond the grave, during the past asso- 
ciatig nal vear> ^Thc Circular Letter of this year was written by Eldor L. M. Berry, 
upon "‘ l 1 ho uvrign and authority of Associations, and the true relations existing be- 
tween them and tho churches they represent." This year brings us to the last session 
of tho Kings’ Mountain Association. 

Thus, Dear Brethren, although wo have used as much brevity as seemed possible, 
with the nature of tho work assigned us, yet our Circular Lottor has assumed di- 
mensions exceeding tho usual limits of such addresses. We have almost, without 
note or comment, given the most prominent acts and doings of our ancient and yet 
moro modorn brethren. It will no doubt bo interesting to tho present generation of 
Baptists, to know what subjects and ontorprizes engaged most the attention of our 
fathers and predecessors. It has beon charged that our denomination, of all others, • 
do the least in the way of fostering and furthering on the great enterprize of the gos- 
pel; and wo are sorry to admit the fact that the charge is so near the truth. By 
taking a retrospective view of the acts of tho old Broad River Association, and also 
those of tho Kings' Mountain Association, extending, in all, through a period of 
upwards of half a century, we find but little else done at each session, other than a 
mero organization entered into, by electing a Moderator and Clerk, appointing 
persons to write a Circular Letter, and preach a sermon introductory to the next As* 
sooiational session, and tho appointment of Messengers to sister Associations.— 
We find, on examination, but very little done for tho Missionary cause, cither at 
home or abroad ; while the cause of education seems to havo been entiroly neglect- 
ed il not ignored altogether. Xo Seminary or institution of learning, appears to 
have had the fosf ring care or patrouago of the bodies since their first organization 
up to tho present dir^ Indeed, there seems to have been observed a profouud apa- 
if not a predjudice, against human loarning, in tho minds of many who figured 

' as o fl bining lights in these bodies, yet, notwithstanding all Lhis, wo find in tlm recorded 
proceedings of tho venerable body (our much esteemed mother) to say nothing of 
our own, many things tending to our edification. A groat many difficult questions 
in tho shape of queries and aeswors, calculated to disturb tho poaco and quietude of 
tuo churches, havo been happily solved, all of which havo beon carefully compiled 
and republished in this circular for tho benefit of tho present baptist family. Many
